PENNSY ENGINE BLEW UP 


Two Killed and Two Fatally Injured 
by Explosion of Locomotive. 


Lancaster, Pa., Oct. 27.—Pennsylva- 
nia railroad locomotive No, 2318, draw* 
ing a westbound freight, exploded just 
west of Rohrerstown. 
Two men were 
instantly killed, and two others fa- 
tally injured.

SHERMAN'S GRANDSON KILLED 


Wat a Freshman at Yale and Fell In 
Trying to Scale High Rock. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 27,—George 
Benedict Sherman, a grandson of Gen- 
eral William Tecumseh Sherman, was 
killed by falling 100 feet from the West 
Rock, near here. Sherman was a Yale 
freahman and the son of a millionaire. 
Young Sherman died in the college in- 
firmary, after doctorp had worked over 
him ail day In an effort to save his 
life. 


With Sherman were George Wllshire 
and Amasa Btone Mathers, also Yale 
freshmen, and hailing from Cleveland. 
The three yo«ng men were attempting 
a feat whlcS haa never been accom- 
plished, and had ascended to a distance 
of over 50 feet up the rock, when a 
piece of Jagged rock, loosened by Wll- 
shire or Mathers, who 
were 
above 
Sherman, fell, striking Sherman on the 
head. 


Sherman fell backward a distance of 
10 feet and rolled 40 feet to the bottom 
of the rock, which is 100 feet in height. 
His companions heard his cry and the 
noise of his falling and hastily de* 
scended. 


They found the young man uncon- 
Bclou« and bleeding from a bad cut on 
the head. They summoned aid and he 
was removed to the Grace Hospital and 
thence to the Yale Infirmary.

WORKMEN BURIED 
BY TUMEL CAVE-IN 


Ten Crushed to Death in Accident in 
New York Subway. 


New York, Oct 26.—Ten lives were 
lost bj' the cave-in of the roof and 
walls of the subway tunm^l at 195th 
street» and four persons were badly in- 
jured. 
All of the dead and injured 
were 
workmen, and most of 
them 
Italians. 


The tunnel was being borpd by opon- 
ing a perpendicular embrasure In the 
race of 
tho bore and 
blasting the 
sides to the right and left of this em- 
brasure. 
Three blasts were arranged 
by 
the 
drillers, 
the 
holes 
being 
charged well toward the roof. 
Th« 
drillers then withdrew and the three 
blasts v/ere set off In rapid succession 
by electricity, loosening large quanti- 
ties of earth and rock. 
The drillers 
say that about 10 minutes elapsed to 
allow the smoke to clear away before 
Timothy Sullivan, the foreman, and 
Electrician 
Sohuette 
advanced» 
the 
latter intending to string wires and 
hang electric lamps to light the way. 
I They wore followed by 16 %vor!;r jn. 
vanguard of the gang hal reached 
the broken stone, when a rumbiing 
sound was heard. 
It grew íl volume 
with lightinglike rapidity. Those in 
the rear had just time to turn about 
an«3 run when, with a deafening crash, 
hundreds of tons of rock fell on tho 
men at the face Of the boring. 


The drillers and two or three Ital- 
ians who were out of reach of 
the 
delv.ge of rock were knocked fiat on 
their 
faces by 
the 
rush 
of 
wind 
through tho tunnel 


A policeman and two ambulance sur- 
geons were the first to enter the tunnel 
after the accident. They ran along the 
track, which was still lighted by in- 
candcscent la::ips, until they reached 
th»^ great pile of boulders and crushed 
rock. The firyt victim found, an Ital- 
ian laborer, was pinioned on a shelf 
of the excavation by one leg. a bouldp.r 
of about ten tons in n^ei^t 
having 
fauen on the limb.. lie was hanging 
head down, groaning in semi-conscious- 
ness. 
The rock which held him v/aa 
restrained from falling further by a 
small piece of stone InRecurely wedged 
under it. An examination showed ihat 
an effort to move the boulder M-'ould 
cause the Italian to be completely 
crushod. The doctors th^n dotormin^^d 
to amputate the pinioned leg, and this 
was Gone in the light of the arabulance 
lamp. 


The man, who was not 
Identiácd; 
died lator at a hospital. 


Later the body of William Schuette, 
the 
electrician, 
was found. 
It 
lay 
within 10 feet of the face of the tunnel, 
and he had been kllJed Instantly. 


The mosi pathetic Incident In con- 
nection with the 
accident 
was 
the 
finding of the body of Foreman Tim- 
othy 
Sullivan. It was v/edgsd 
and 
jammed far beneath the stone and was 
not recovered until long after daylight. 
His 10-ycav-old son Samuel had stood 
close to the policemen who were help- 
ing the 
laborers 
and 
blasters 
pick 
away the debrle and could not be in- 
duced to leave until the body of his 
fatner had been extricated 
and 
taen 
from the tunnel. 


Rufus C. Hunt, superintendent, and 
Richard Beyers, general foreman for

and held in $10,000 bail each.

was caused by criminal negligence.

PENNSY ENGINE BLEW UP 


Two Killed and Two Fatally Injured 
by Explosion of Locomotive. 
Lancaster, Pa., Oct. 27.—Pennsylva­ 
nia railroad locomotive No. 2318, draw­ 
ing a westbound freight, exploded just 
west of Rohrerstown. Two men were 
instantly killed, and two others fa­ 
tally injured. 
The explosion was of 
terrific force, tearing up the track for 
a distance of several hundred feet. The 
dead are: James Rowan, 
conductor, 
and Fireman Leslie A. Helm, The fa­ 
tally injured: Engineer Aaron R. Lutz 
and Brakeman Sherman E. Swlngler, 
All are residents of Columbia, Pa. 
All of the

were

mangled. 
The wheels of the locomo­ 
tive remained on the track, though por­ 
tions of the engine were hurled in all 
directions for several hundred yards. 
The cause of the explo.^^ion is not 
known. In hiß delirium the engineer 
muttered:

Bwinglor was blown a dis­ 
tance of 60 feet into a field along the 
track. 
Engineer Lute was blown 25 
yards to tJie right of the track and 
Fireman Heim double that distance to 
the left. 
Brakeman Swingler died early this 
morning. 


SHCRMAN'S GRANDSON KILLED 


Waft a Freshman at Yale and Fell In 
Trying to Scale High Rock. 
New Haven, Conn.. Oct. 27.—George 
Benedict Sherman, a grandson of Gen­ 
eral William Tecumseh Sherman, was 
killed by falling 100 feet from the West 
Rock, near here. Sherman was a Yale 
freahman and the son of a millionaire. 
Young Sherman died in the college in­ 
firmary, after doctorp had worked over 
him ail day In an effort to save his 
life. 
With Sherman were George Wilshire 
and Amasa Btone Mathers, also Yale 
freshmen, and hailing from Cleveland. 
The three yo«ng men were attempting 
a feat whicJi has never been accom­ 
plished, and had ascended to a distance 
of over 50 feet up the rock, when a 
piece of Jagged rock, loosened by Wil- 
$hire or Mathers, who 
were 
above 
Sherman, fell, striking Sherman on the 
head. 
Sherman fell backward a distance of 
10 feet and rolled 40 feet to the bottom 
of the rock* which is 100 feet in height. 
His companions heard his cry and the 
noise of his falling and hastily de* 
Bcended. 
They found the young man uncon­ 
scious and bleeding from a bad cut on 
the head. They summoned aid and he 
was removed to the Grace Hospital and 
thence to the Yale Infirmary, 


WORKMEN BURIED 
BY TUNNEL CAVE-IN 


Ten Crushed to Death in Accident in 
New York Subway. 
New York, Oct 26.—Ten lives were 
lost by the cave-in of the roof and 
walls of the subway tunni^l at 195th 
street, and four persons were badly in­ 
jured. 
All of the dead and injured 
were workmen, and most of them 
Italians. 
The tunnel was being borpd by open^ 
ing a perpendicular embrasure in the 
face of the bore and 
blasting the 
sides to the right and left of this em­ 
brasure, 
Three blasts were arranged 
by 
the 
drillers, 
the 
holes 
being 
charged well toward thé roof. 
Th^ 
drillers then withdrew and the three 
blasts v;ere set off in rapid succession 
by electricity, loosening large quanti­ 
ties of earth aud rock. 
The drillers 
say that about 10 minutes elapsed to 
allow the smoke to clear away before 
Timothy Suilivan, the foreman, and 
Electrician Schuette advanced, 
the 
latter intending to string wires and 
hang electric lamps to light the way. 
They were followed by 16 %vor!;r jn, 
Tl'.w' vanguard of the gang hal reached 
the broken stone, when a rumbling 
sound was heard. 
It grew íl volume 
with lightinglike rapidity. Those in 
the rear had just time to turn about 
an<J run when, with a deafening crash, 
hundreds of tons of rock fell on the 
men at the face Of the boring. 
The drillers and two or three Ital­ 
ians who were out of reach of the 
delv.ge of rock were knocked fiat on 
their 
faces by 
the 
rush 
of wind 
through the tunnel 
A policeman and two ambulance sur­ 
geons were the first to enter the tunnel 
after the accident. They ran along the 
track, which was still lighted by in­ 
candescent lamps, until they reached 
th*^ great pile of boulders and crushed 
rock. The first victim fouud, an Ital­ 
ian laborer, was pinioned on a shelf 
of the excavation by one leg, a boulder 
of about ten tons in n^ei^t having 
fauen on the limb., lie was hanging 
head down, groaning in semi-conscious­ 
ness. 
The rock which held him v/as 
restrained from falling further by a 
small piece of stone insecurely wedged 
under it. An examination showed ihat 
an effort to move the boulder \vouid 
cause the Italian to be completely 
crushed. The doctors th^n detormin^^d 
to amputate the pinioned leg, and this 
was Qone in the light of the arabulance 
lamp. 
The man, who was not IdentJied', 
died later at a hospital. 
Later the body of William Schuette, 
the electrician, 
was found. 
It lay 
within 10 feet of the face of the tunnel, 
and he had been killed instantly. 
The mosi pathetic incident in con­ 
nection with the 
accident was 
the 
finding of the body of Foreman Tim­ 
othy SulJivan. It was v/edged and 
jammed far beneath the stone and was 
not recovered until long after daylight. 
His 10-ycav-old son Samuel had stood 
close to the policemen who were help­ 
ing the laborers and blasters pick 
away the debris and could not be in­ 
duced to leave until the body of his 
fatner had been extricated and taen 
from the tunnel, 
Rufus C. Hunt, superintendent, and 
Richard Beyers, general foreman for 
John B. McDonald, the contractor who 
is building the tunnel, were arrested 
and held In $10,000 ball each. Coroner 
Jacson said he believed the accident 
was caused by criminal negligence.

family will be forced to assert ignor­ 
ance of any such intentions on the part 
of thv* ijopo. 
The /lews was brought 
to this country by Cardinal Gibbona, 
of Baltimore, when he returned from 
Rome, where he had gone to partici­ 
pate in the election of a successor to 
Pope Leo XIII. 
To C?rdlnal Gibbons, in a measure, 
is due tUv-i honor to bo conferred upon 
Archbishop Ryan. It is understood that 
Pope PiUG, soon after his election to tho 
chair of St. Peter, gave an. audience to 
tho American cardinal. He spoke lov­ 
ingly of the church in America, asking 
finally if Cardinal Gibbons would not 
advlsG' the appointment of another car­ 
dinal in the United States.

Water in the Earth. 


The earth contains an abundance of 
water, evien dn places lik<e some of our 
Creat Western plateaus» W^hore the SUP- 
flace is comparatively arid. The great- 
est depth at which underground water 
can exist is estimate to be about six 
miles. Below that, it la believed, the 
cavities and pores of the rocK mc 
completely closed. 
Tho amount oil 
•water In the earths crust is reckon^ed 
at nearly one-third of that contained In 
the oceans, so that it would cover the 
whole surface of the globe to a depth 
of from 3,000 to 3,500 feet. Th'e waters 
undlarground flow horlzontaLly .after 
•inking below the unsaturated cone 
of the rocks, but in the sands of the 
Dakota formation, which suppiy re- 
markable artesian wells, the motion 
does not exceed one or two miles a 
year. 
The underflow toward' the sea 
beneath the great plains may some- 
times take the form of ibroad streams 
or moving sheets of water. 
But the 
movei»ent is excessively slow.

^ O ^ f ^ steamboat Ben Lewis ex* 
ploded in sight of Cairo. 
She wns, if I remember rightly, a St 
Louis and Memphis packct, was on her 
down trip, and was rounding or cross- 
ing the bar at the mouth of the Ohio, 
.when her boiler burst, and she was a 
wreck, 3Iany people were killed out- 
right by the explosion, others were 
drowned, others lingered in terrible 
torture until death put an end to their 
suflforings, and others received severe 
scalds and various Injuries. 


I was In Caii'o at the time, and shall 
never forgot the heartrending scenes 
At tlie St. Charles Hotel, to which most 
of the wounded were brought, and 
where they lay on pallets In the rooms 
and halls, many of them black as ne- 
groes, many with the akin falling from 
the flesh. 


But it Is with none of these I have to 
do. 
This narrative follows the for- 
tunes of a man who jumped overboard, 
entirely uninjured, preferring to trust 
himself to the river rather than to the 
flames. I choose, for reasons that are 
personal to lilm, to call him John H. 
Seymour, simply because this name is 
as different as can be from that which 
rightfully belonged to him. 
He was 
originally from Kingston, Canada, his 
parents being of English birth, but had 
resided during several years in Alton, 
111., wliere he had accumulated consid- 
erable money in the grocery business; 
.was a bachelor, near forty years of 
ago. and kopt house in a cottage of his 
own, with a rather pretty Gorman girl 
to do the housework. The mysterious 
disappearance of the German girl, for 
iWhich Seymour did not account satis- 
factorily, occasioned unpleasant com- 
ment, and some very serious facts 
•were about to bo brought to light, 
iWhen ho suddenly left Alton, having 
privately disposed of his cottage and 
his business. It was because of this 
train of circumstances that he hap- 
pened to be a passenger on the Ben 
Lewis at tlie time of the explosion. 


Seymour jumped overboard, as I 
have stated, and was fortunate enough, 
.when he got clear of those who were 
struggling In the water, to find a float- 
ing door, which lie selKod, and which 
bore him up well, and thus he drifted 
down the river. 


He had not floated far when he dis- 
covered that ho had a companion. This 
companion was holding to the door, 
and might have put in an appearance 
Just then, or might not hitherto have 
been visible to Seymour. As his face 
wns upraised, Seymour "perceived that 
ft had been fearfully scalded. He was 
unable to spoak and appeared to be 
nearly exhausted, 
Yet, although he 
,was so hideous, so horribly marred and 
Bcarreil, Seymour could not help ob- 
serving in his countenance a certain 
resemblnnce to himself. It was then 
that a strange and sudden thought 
came into I)is mind. I am not record- 
ing his impressions by means of the 
Imagination, but derive them from 
statements 
which 
he 
subsequently 
made. 


He recalled the fact that he had been 
obliged to leave Alton because of dis- 
coveries that were about to be made, 
and because of a rrime with which he 
was about to be charged. It was high- 
ly probable that he might yet be pur- 
sued 
and 
prosecuted. 
Suppose he 
ehould 
cause 
himself to disappear? 
Suppose that he should so use the ex- 
plosion that it would prove a provi- 
dential interposition to save him from 
punishment and annoyance? His com- 
panion in the v/atcr, disligurcd as he 
fwas, might easily be mistalien for him 
!n death, and it was evident that he 
could not live long. 


Seymour reflected that he wore upon 
a finger of his left hand a peculiar and 
valuable diamond ring, which vras well 
known in Alton, and which hud been 
noticed and admired by many on the 
boat. 
If that ring should bo found 
upon a disfigured body, it would eettle 
the question of identity, and he could 
,well afford to give Jt for th^e purpose 
of persuading the public that he wa» 
dead. 


His resolution taken, he watched his 
bideou» but valuable companiop nar- 
rowly, waiting for hi» death; but they 
drifted for nearly half an hour, and 
still the other clung to tbe door. But 
mfi rtrexigtta t a « ¿«Ui^f «U the wbilt, 


and at last Seymour saw his grasp re- 
lax, and then he was gone. 


Ho was not permitted to sink; he 
was too valuable to bo lost. Seymour 
caught him, took a handkerchief from 
his pocketf and made the body fast 
to a latch that remained on the door. 
Then his desire was to reach the land» 
and he tried, by swimming, to push 
his float in the direction of the Mis- 
souri shore, but made little progress 
in 
that 
endeavor. 
Columbus 
was 
passed in the course of time, and the 
low shore of Wolf Island became vis- 
ible. This was a lauding which Sey- 
mour was able to make, and he suc- 
ceeded in beaching his float upon the 
sand, where he found himself In an 
exhausted condition, and his burden- 
some companion quite dead. 


He did not wait long to recover his 
strength, but soon proceeded to "busi- 
ness." 
Removing the ring from his 
finger, he placed it on a similar fìnger 
of the dead man's hand. Then he felt 
in his pockets, to see if there were any- 
thing there by which he might be Iden- 
tified, Finding nothing he took from 
his pocket some wetted cards bearing 
his address, and transferred them to a 
vest pocket of the other. 
Finally he 
dragged the body a little way up on 
the sand, obliterated the footmarks, 
and his task was done. 


His next object was to reach the 
mainland, and he succeeded in pushing 
his float over to the Kentucky shore, 
where he was cared for and hospitably 
entertained, as a survivor of the great 
steamboat disaster. 
His money and 
securities were on his person, wet but 
unmutllated, and he had lost nothing 
but his ti^unk and his ring. Thus he 
passed out of the world as .Tohn H. 
Seymour, re-entering it as Benjamin 
Sinnott, and read with satisfaction the 
advertisement for his body and its 
final discovery and burial. 


There was one fact, however, which 
should have been published, but which 
did not appear in any newspaper ac- 
count which came under his notice. 
Nothing was said about his valuable 
and noticeable ring, and this omission 
was quite perplexing to Sinnott, alias 
Seymour. 


This mystery I proceed to solve by 
explaining that the body on the island 
was first discovered by a man named 
Wilson Eeplette, who had been search- 
ing with a skinr for relics of the disas- 
ter. He, also, had seen a description of 
Seymour, and had rccognlzed the man 
on the island by the ring on his left 
hand. 
His cupidity being too strong 
for his conscience, he possessed himself 
of the ring, and left the body where 
he had found It. It was afterward dis- 
covered by others, and buried as the 
body of John H. Seymour. 


Not long after the Ben Lewis disas- 
ter, news came to Canada of the 
death of an uncle of the supposed dead 
man, in England.

OMEBODY has recently raised the question as to whether tbe 
old-style doctor, with his queer, curt, stern mannex*, has really 
disappeared, or is merely superseded by a spirit of the same < 
type who lias learned to bo politic among those of his patients 
from whom he may expect a good consideration for his services. i 
Without going too deeply into particularities, it seems to us 
that the ethics of the profession have not mereiy Improved, but , 
have been actually regenerated. The artistic temperament can 
belong to a man of genius, but this is exceptionally the case, 
and nowhere more so than In the medical profession. 
Of true geniuses In medicine there have been not a few, 
and by no means have all of these attained the distinction and received the 
honor of a Harvey or a Jenner, however worthy; but, like great men every* 
where, they were ehaacterized by that unobti’usiveness, that altruism, that 
lack of pretense, which demands no praise and has need of none. Such, by 
their modesty and sympathy for the weaknesses of mankind, have made tho 
world a more habitable i)lace and have set aloft noble ideals for future 
generations. 
False geniuses, like false prophets In genei’al, have ever been plentiful 
among doctors, but it is needless to say that the profession, as a whole, has 
decried them and refused them recognition. Of such are the obstreperous and 
pretentious quacks who demand for themselves undeserved encomiums, and in 
iiiattei's Involving standards of taste are absolutely incompetent. "Art for art's 
sake’’ forms no part of their creed, while selfisLitess and avarice produce tho 
Inevitable result—viz., a perfect lack of sympathy for the foibles of humanity 
and that disobedience to every mandate of conscience which only the abso­ 
lutely bigoted and unscrupulous can show. 
The Old School seldom produced the scholar, and almost never produced 
the refined gentleman, and in this lies its chief distinction from that of to-day. 
Its disciples were brusque, sometimes booiish, and often abrupt to the point of 
Insult, yet beneath it all lay the kindly spirit and the generosity begot by a 
life sijent in the service of mankind. Some of us can remember the country 
doctor of long ago w'ho, summoned at midnight to a severe case of pneu­ 
monia, let us say, would ride a dozen miles through mud and slush, upbraid 
his ]>atient most unceremoniously, and then proceed to give the minutest di­ 
rections to the attendants, with a parting word to “send for me again If ha 
gets worse.” But times have changed. The New School demands the best— 
men liberally educated in our universities, who can combine absolute firmnes# 
with unequivocal politeness. 
The polished gentieman Is coming Into thi 
ranks, and there is less occasion for the artistic temperament in medlcm# 
to-dajr than ever before. 
The entire question is one of encouragemeat itt 
Idlesyttcrasjr and e£ igovrtuce la matters of taste.—Jiarper’s Weekly.

Education—Social 
Lift in St, Petersburg and on the 
. Country Estates—Remarkable Self* 
I Devotion Shown—Heroic Struggles 
for Education. 


Nowhere do we find such types of 
women as in Russia. It is a land of 
extremes, and, perhaps, good and bad 
women are farther apart than in other 
countries; but in none are there more 
noble women, giving their lives and 
talents, often under terrible difflcul- 
ties, to solve the problems of 
their 
time. There is the 
idle, luxurious, 
fascinating woman, full of charm and 
caprice—a brilliant creature, rich in 
social qualities, often highly educated 
and a born diplomatist 
Her opinion 
Is sought after by men, and she exer- 
cises considerable influence in politics. 
Such women live in a very luxurious 
^ 
way. Nowhere is society more cosmo- 
^ 
polltan han in St. Petersburg. Splen- 
did 
houses, 
beautifully 
furnished, 
.warm and flower-scented In the freez- 
ing winters; rich furs, Parisian toilets 
and exquisite cooking all help to make 
life pleasant. The tone of society has 
the character of being lax, even 
as 
compared with the same set in other 
capitals, and great ladies have a pas- 
sion for cards and for all sorts of gam- 
bling. The ccmntry seat is visited for 
a few wekes or months at the pleas- 
antest time of the year. The castle is 
fitted up In the English style, with all 
the comforts that money can buy and 
a good supply of French and English 
books. The great lady looks after the 
hospital or school she has 
founded, 
reads a good deal, pays formal visits 
to the small proprietors and 
drives 
over to see her friends 
at another 
castle, 20 miles off where they 
ex- 
change gossip about their friends in 
St. Petersburg and Paris and discuss 
European topics. 


The other type, says the New York 
Sun, is honest, straightforward 
and 
aensible, brave 
and 
energetic, 
as 
strong in soul as in body. These are 
the women with a mission—workers 
—people with views and ideas. If of 
the upper classes they work hard on 
their estates, supporting schools, try- 
ing to train the peasantry In better 
methods, facing undaunted the uphill 
task of influencing stolid and Ignorant 
beings. Numbers of the 
women of 
the nobility manage the estates and 
keep the great houses to which they 
belong, when the men of the 
family 
•re supine and given over to pleasure. 


In 
no country 
do women 
show 
greater self-devotion. 
In the famine 
two years ago 
ladies 
traveled 
im- 
mense distances at their own expense, 
and living amid terrible conditions, or- 
ganizing and saving life in a large- 
hearted and capable way—raising sub- 
scriptions, nursing the dying, persuad- 
ing starving children to swallow, and 
appearing themselves to live, without 
Bleep, upon black bread and tea. 


The daughters of the rich nobility 
are educated at home, often by two or 
three accomplished and highly paid 
governeeaes. 
There are three classes 
of elementary schools. 
In the gov- 
ernment institutes, which were first 
founded by Catherine II, class distinc- 
tions are strictly observed. Some only 
receive the daughters of the herlditary 
nobility and of men of high civil and 
military rank; others educate git is 
from the lesser nobility, the daughters 
of merchants and the clergy. The girls 
remain from their sixth to their six- 
teenth or seventeenth year, during 
which time they see little of their own 
family. The Instruction given is very 
auperficial, and they leave these enor- 
mous Institutions with very little prac- 
tical preparation for dally life. 
The 
Zemsto, or local Assembly, has estab- 
lished a better class school for the 
poor, and there remain the village 
schools, which are under the priests, 
and in which the standard Is very low. 


Secondary education Is best served 
by girls' Intermediate schools, which 
teach languages, arithmetic and the 
rudiments of science. These have now 
over 80.000 pupils and have done a 
great work among the middle-class 
girls. The next step Is a universltly 
education, and we find women sustain- 
ing a heroic struggle In their efforts 
to attain this. For years past distin- 
guished persons of both sexes have in- 
terested themselves In the Intellectu- 
al life of the country and It is strik- 


number of young girls 
who have broken looae from the mean 
and aimless life which custom nad pre- 
scribed for them. 


When 
parent« 
are 
unable 
or 
unwilling to 
make 
an 
allowance 
girls go^ off to university towns and 
contrlve'to eke out a living, taking pu- 
pils and acting as servants In order to 
find means to pursue their studies. 
Men students help them often, coach- 
ing them for nothing and showing the 
utmost sympathy. Numbers study in 
foreign universities to escape the har. 
aasing regulations of the government, 
which, however, at one time interfered' 
with their residence abroad, and or- 
dered all to return to Russia under 
pain of exile- After some years per- 
mission to study abroad wa« again 
granted, and by evory sort of shift, bf 


sending 
correspondence 
to Amerl 
can papers and by living as workinip 
girls, three or four in a room, thty 
contrive to support themselves. 


Colleges for women in Russia hare 
with great effort been started from 
time to time, and, whenever the go"' 
emment aJlows It^ are attended in 
large numbers, and excellent courses 
are given by men of science. 
Female 
medical schools were 
opened 
many 
y ears, ago and thp splendid work done 
by those who had studied in them dur- 
ing the war with Turkey in 1880 secur- 
ed for them the full medical degree. 
The Medical academy was closed when 
most flourishing because a few of the 
students were discovered to be impli- 
cated in a political agitation, but the 
• number of students was BO great and 
such an exodus followed to Paris, to 
Switzerland and to Finland that the 
state was obliged to reconsider its de- 
cision. A fresh scheme was hampered 
with all sorts of restrictions and the 
numbers limited, but the lady doctors 
have grown so strong, their work Is 
so well known and highly valued, and 
they are supported by such large sub- 
scriptions, that the academy has been 
reopened. 


The government still contrives to 
hinder the best efforts, but women's 
education has gained ground every 
year. 
Almost all the universities of 
Russia now admit 
women, and the 
curriculum is extensive and supple- 
mented by lectures on such subjects 
as civil law and agricultural chemis- 
try. 
Hundreds of young women ma- 
triculate every year, a large number 
of whom take a degree and some high 
honors.

HOW OXEN ARE SHOD. 


Description of a Custom Common 


the Mountains, 


In Texas there are oxen used 
some extent, but. as the roads of Texas 
are comparatively soft, there Is no ne- 
cessity of having them shod. Possibly 
some Texan owners would ridicule the 
idea of shod oxen, yet there is a sale 
for shoes, or "plates," as they are 
called, which 
is 
no Inconsiderable 
item in the annual sales of hardware 
houses having dealings with the moun- 
tain people. Mountain roads are usu- 
ally creek beds, selected for the rea- 
son that they are nearer level than 
the surrounding abutting or overhang- 
ing country. 
Hence, to be available 
for use, mountain oxen must be shod. 


The process is at once interesting, 
instructive and dan&erous. 
First, the 
ox is roped about either his fore or 
hind legs; then the remaining pair 
of legs are roped and the loose end 
of the rope pulled through the opposite 
loop. 
The act pulls the feet of the 
ox into a bunch, and he falls to the 
ground, 
a 
bellowing, 
squirming, 


thrashing mountain 
of 
exceedingly 
lively beef. 


When he has subsided to some ex- 
tent the ''shoers^' proceed to drive a 
couple of stakes notched at the top 
at either end of the prostrate animal. 
Previously they have selected as the 
proper spot to thow him a convenient 
stump with exposed roots. Under one 
of these roots is thrust a rail or pole, 
and a couple of mountain men sit on 
the pole, resting it across the neck of 
the animal. 


Others elevate the loops binding his 
hoofs to the notches of the stakes, and 
with feet in the air—the order of 
things reversed, as it were—the brute 
is shod, very much as a horse might 
be 
One of the plates is fitted and 
nailed on either side of the cloven 
hoof, and the process of shaping the 
plate IS omitted. 
Occasionally the 
ox will thrash about and yank a stake 
out, cracking a mountain skull with 
it. Sometimes he will rise in his an- 
ger and deposit his weight upon one 
who seeks to shoe him; sometimes he 
will dig a hole in the mountain side 
with his horn, but at last science over- 
comes brute strength, and the shoeing 
Is complete. 


When the ox Is permitted to arise 
he Is, to all appearances and to ail ef- 
fects, as drunk as if he had been per- 
suaded to imbibe a gallon of moon- 
shine whiskey. 
He Is a shamed and 
stricken ox, and the glory 
of 
his' 
strength has passed from him, as did 
that of Samson when the clippers of 
Delilah rendered" his head as a billiard 
baU. 
This sickness lasts for some 
days, but It Is never fatal. It Is simply 
another little penalty the patient ox 
endures for being what he Is.—Chicago 
Tribune. 


The production of nitric acid by 
electro-chemical methoi^s is a new 
process that promises extensive chanires 
in our agriculture. 
The manufacture 
of nitro acid from the nitrogen and 
oxygen of the air in sufficient quanti- 
ties for commercial use has boon the 
dream and hope of scientists for years. 
At Niagara experiments have been con- 
ducted successfully in producing com- 
mercial nitric acid by using a liiirh- 
tenslon current In an air chamber, 
by which a yield of one pound of nitric 
acid Is obtained for every seven horse- 
power hours. 


A German invention deals with the 
manufacture of plastic compositions 
for flooring purposes. Ash, moistened 
with a solution of sulphate and chlor- 
ide of magnesium, is mixed with kao- 
lin, or clay, and talc; gypsum and mag- 
nesite are then added. 
The mixture 
is tamped and rolled in placc while 
cool to form the bed or foundation 
of a pointless floor. When the bed lias 
hardened a surface layer composed 
of asbestos and sawdust moistened 
with magnesium, sulphate and chlor- 
ide and mixed with kaolin, or clay, 
and talc, gypsum and magnesite Is ap- 
plied. 


BURGLARIOUS STARS* 


rUMtB aad Sunt Maj- rick Vp BCInor 


Jupiter is much the biggest member 
of the family of stars which revolve 
around the sun, 
Consequeutly the 
power of his attraction is greater than 
that possessed, for Instance, by the 
earth. Jupiter's exploits as n burglar 
bnve caused very considerable annoy- 
ance and inconvenience to astronomers 
in the days before his powers .were 
fully recognized. 


In 1770 there appeared a fine comet 
which was found to have an elliptical 
orbit round the sun of so comparatively 
small a rIro that Mr. Lexell, Its discov- 
erer, calculatetl it would return In live 
nnd a half years. 
But in 1775 tele- 
scopes were vainly focused on the spot 
where It was expected to reappear, and 
again in 17S1 It disappointed all ob- 
servers. Mr. Lexell plunged Into fresh 
calculations, and after much research 
found that Jupiter was the culprit. 
The unfortunate comet had been rash 
enough to plunge into the sphere of 
the giant planet's attraction, with the 
result that it bad been completely di- 
verted from its former orbit, nnd 
flung off into quite a different one of a 
twenty-year period. It has never been 
seen again by any one on this earth, 
nnd probably never will be. 


Jupiter was also responsible for the 
delay which occurred in the return of 
that splendid visitant known as Hal- 
ley's comet. Halley found that he was 
not the first discoverer of this big 
comet. It had appeared at least twice 
previously, once sevoiit,v-ilve years be- 
fore, and again seventy-six years be- 
fore that. 
The astronomnr concluded 
that there would be a further delay 
in its third return, and predicted that 
Its next appearance would be 51S days 
later. 
He did not live to see It; but 
in 1758, the year he had prophesied for 
Its reappearance, astronomers 
were 
WMlting for it.

Williiun 
Ramsay and Frederick Soddy now pub- 
lish the results of a series of experi- 
ments to test this theory. 
IJhe gases 
occluded by solid 
radium 
bromide, 
which 
are

generated, 
were known to consist mainly of hy- 
drogen with some oxygen. 
After re- 
moving the hydrogen and oxygen the 
experimenters 
found indications of 
carbon dioxide; upon freezing this out, 
the resulting spectrum gave unmistak- 
able indications of helium. In a sub- 
sequent experiment, 
more carefully 
conducted, the spectrum of pure he- 
lium was obtained. 


Superstition! About nees* 


'A correspondent of the Field state» 
that three times within his experience 
have bees died within their hives on 
the death of their owners. 
It would 
be Interesting to know if those bees 
were informed of the death, for it is 
a common superstition In rural parts 
that bees kept in the garden of a house 
where a death occurs if not informed 
of the event will either die or leave 
the hive. 
Hence the custom is still 
observed of making three taps on hive*? 
with the door key. after which the bees 
are told of the sad event. A piece of 
black crape is then fixed to the hive 
or hives, and an offering of pounded 
funeral cake, soaked in wine, is placed 
at the entrance. Another common be- 
lief is that if bees when swarming set- 
tle on a hedge stake there is certain 
to be almost Immediate death in the 
family of their owner.—London Chron- 
icle.

THE WOMEN OF RUSSIA. 


RARE tYPES THAT ARK NOT TO 
BE FOUND ELSEWHERE. 


ÿ 


OrMt Advane« in 
Education—Soeiat 
Lift in 8t, Petersburg and on the 
. Country Estate»—Remarkable Self* 
j Devotion Shown—Heroic Struggle* 
for Education. 
Nowhere do we find such types of 
women as in Russia. It is a land of 
extremes, and, perhaps, good and bad 
women are farther apart than in other 
countries: but in none are there more 
noble women, giving their lives and 
talents, often under terrible dlfflcul* 
ties, to solve the problems of their 
time. There is the 
idle, luxurious, 
fascinating woman, full of charm and 
caprice—a brilliant creature, rich in 
social qualities, often highly educated 
and a born diplomatist. Her opinion 
is sought after by men, and she exer­ 
cises considerable influence in politics. 
Such women live in a very luxurious 
way. Nowhere is society more cosmo­ 
politan han in St. Petersburg. Splen­ 
did 
houses, 
beautifully 
furnished, 
.warm and flower-scented in the freez­ 
ing winters; rich furs, Parisian toilets 
and exquisite cooking all help to make 
life pleasant. The tone of society has 
the character of being lax, even as 
compared with the same set in other 
capitals, and great ladies have a pas­ 
sion for cards and for all sorts of gam­ 
bling. Tbe country seat is visited for 
m few wekes or months at the pleas­ 
antest time of the year. The castle is 
fitted up in the English style, with all 
the comforts that money can buy and 
a good supply of Ftench and English 
books. The great lady looks after the 
hospital or school she has 
founded, 
reads a good deal, pays formal visits 
to the small proprietors and 
drives 
over to see her friends 
at another 
castle, 20 miles oft where they 
ex­ 
change gossip about their friends in 
St. Petersburg and Paris and discuss 
European topics. 
The other type, says the New York 
Sun, is honest, straightforward 
and 
sensible, brave 
and 
energetic, 
as 
strong in soul as in body. These are 
the women with a mission—workers 
—people with views and ideas. If of 
the upper classes they work hard on 
their estates, supporting schools, try­ 
ing to train the peasantry In better 
methods, facing undaunted the uphill 
task of influencing stolid and ignorant 
beings. Numbers of the 
women of 
tbe nobility manage the estates and 
keep the great houses to which they 
belong, when the men of the family 
•re supine and given over to pleasure. 
In 
no country 
do women 
show 
greater self-devotion. 
In the famine 
two years ago 
ladies 
traveled 
im­ 
mense distances at their own expense, 
and living amid terrible conditions, or­ 
ganizing and saving life in a large- 
hearted and capable way—raising sub­ 
scriptions, nursing the dying, persuad­ 
ing Btarving children to swallow, and 
appearing themselves to live, without 
sleep, upon black bread and tea. 
The daughters of the rich nobility 
•re educated at home, often by two or 
three accomplished and highly paid 
governesses. There are three classes 
of elementary schools. 
In the gov­ 
ernment institutes, which were first 
founded by Catherine II, class distinc­ 
tions are strictly observed. Some only 
receive the daughters of the herldlta.ry 
nobility and of men of high civil and 
military rank; others educate git Is 
from the lesser nobility, the daughters 
of merchants and the clergy. The girls 
remain from their sixth to their six­ 
teenth or seventeenth year, during 
which time they see little of their own 
family. The Instruction given is very 
superficial, and they leave these enor­ 
mous Inbtitutions with very little prac­ 
tical preparation for dally life. The 
Zemsto, or local Assembly, has estab­ 
lished a better class school for the 
poor, and there remain the village 
schools, which are under the priests, 
and In which the standard Is very low. 
Secondary education Is best served 
by girls' intermediate schools, which 
teach languages, arithmetic and tbe 
rudiments of science. These have now 
over 80,000 pupils and have done a 
great work among the middle-class 
girls. Tbe next step Is a universitly 
education, and we find women sustain­ 
ing a heroic struggle in their efforts 
to attain this. For years past distin­ 
guished persons of both sexes have in­ 
terested themselves in tbe intellectu­ 
al life of tbe country and it is strik­ 
ing to learn the number of young girls 
who have broken loose from the mean 
and aimless life which custom nad pre­ 
scribed for them. 
When 
parents 
are 
unable or 
unwilling to 
make 
an 
allowance 
girls go olt to university towns and 
contrlve'to eke out a living, taking pu­ 
pils and acting as servants In order to 
find means to pursue their studies. 
Men students help them often, coach­ 
ing them for nothing and showing the 
utmost sympathy. Numbers study in 
foreign universities to escape tbe har> 
assing regulations of the government, 
which, however, at one time Interfered 
with their residence abroad, and or­ 
dered all to return to Russia under 
pain of exile. After some years per­ 
mission to study abroad was again 
granted, and by every sort of shift, bf 


sending 
correspondence 
to Amerl* 
can papers and by living as working 
girls, three or four in a room, thejr 
contrive to support themselves. 
Colleges for women in Russia have 
with great effort been started from 
time to time. and. whenever the go'^ 
emment allows it. are attended in 
large numbers, and excellent courses 
are given by men of science. Female 
medical schools were 
opened 
many 
years :ago and tli^ splendid work done 
by those who had studied in them dur­ 
ing the war with Turkey in 1880 secur­ 
ed for them the full medicaj degree. 
The Medical academy was closed when 
most flourishing because a few of the 
students were discovered to be impli­ 
cated in a political agitation, but the 
■ number of students was so great and 
such an exodus followed to Paris, to 
Switzerland and to Finland that tho 
state was obliged to reconsider its de­ 
cision. A fresh scheme was hampered 
with all sorts of restrictions and the 
numbers limited, but the lady doctors 
have grown so strong, their work Is 
so well known and highly valued, and 
they are supported by such large sub­ 
scriptions, that the academy has been 
reopened. 
The government still contrives to 
hinder the best efforts, but women’s 
education has gained ground every 
year. 
Almost all the universities of 
Russia now admit 
women, and tho 
curriculum is extensive and supple­ 
mented by lectures on such subjects 
as civil law and agricultural chemis­ 
try. 
Hundreds of young women ma- 
tffculate every year, a large number 
of whom take a degree and some high 
honors.

made In tho partially hardened xylo- 
lithe covering by thin knife bhidcs to 
allow for expansion. 


HOW OXEN ARE SHOD. 


Description of a Custom Common In 
tFie Mountains. 
In Texas there are oxen used to 
some extent, but, as the roads of Texas 
are comparatively soft, there is no ne­ 
cessity of having them shod. Possibly 
some Texan owners would ridicule the 
idea of shod oxen, yet there is a sale 
for shoes, or “plates,” as they are 
called, which 
is 
no Inconsiderable 
item in the annual sales of hardware 
houses having dealings with the moun­ 
tain people. Mountain roads are usu­ 
ally creek beds, selected for the rea­ 
son that they are nearer level than 
the surrounding abutting or overhang­ 
ing country. 
Hence, to be available 
for use, mountain oxen must be shod. 
The process is at once interesting, 
instructive and dangerous. First, the 
ox is roped about either his fore or 
hind legs; then the remaining pair 
of legs are roped and the loose end 
of the rope pulled through the opposite 
loop. 
The act pulls the feet of the 
ox Into a bunch, and he falls to the 
ground, 
a 
bellowing, 
squirming, 
thrashing mountain 
of 
exceedingly 
lively beef. 
When he has subsided to some ex­ 
tent the “shoers” proceed to drive a 
couple of stakes notched at the top 
at either end of the prostrate animal. 
Previously they have selected as the 
proper spot to thow him a convenient 
stump with exposed roots. Under one 
of these roots is thrust a rail or pole, 
and a couple of mountain men sit on 
the pole, resting it across the neck of 
the animal. 
Others elevate the loops binding his 
hoofs to th’e notches of tho stakes, and 
with feet In the air—the order of 
things reversed, as It were—the brute 
Is shod, very much as a horse might 
be. 
One of the plates is fitted and 
nailed on either side of the cloven 
hoof, and the process of shaping the 
plate IS omitted. 
Occafiionally the 
ox will thrash about and yank a stake 
out, cracking a mountain skull with 
It. Sometimes he will rise in his an­ 
ger and deposit his M'eight upon one 
who seeks to shoe him; sometimes he 
will dig a hole In the mountain side 
with his horn, but at last science over­ 
comes brute strength, and the shoeing 
is complete. 
When the ox is permitted to arise 
he Is, to all appearances and to ail ef­ 
fects, as drunk as if be had been per­ 
suaded to imbibe a gallon of moon­ 
shine whiskey. 
He is a shamed and 
stricken ox, and the glory 
of 
his 
strength has passed from him, as did 
that of Samson when the clippers of 
Delilah rendered his head as a billiard 
baU, 
This sickness lasts for some 
days, but it is never fatal. It is simply 
another little penalty the patient ox 
endures for being what he is,—Chicago 
Tribune. 


The production of nitric acid by 
electro-chemical methods is a now 
process that promises extensive ciianges 
in our agriculture. 
The manufacture 
of nitro acid from the nitrogen and 
oxygen of the air in sufficient (¡uanti- 
ties for commercial use has boon the 
dream and hope of scientists for years. 
At Niagara experiments have been con­ 
ducted successfully in producing com­ 
mercial nitric acid by using a hlgli- 
tension current in an air chnuiber, 
by which a yield of one pound of nitric 
acid Is obtained for every seven horse- 
pow^er hours. 


A Gorman invention deals with the 
manufacture of plastic compositions 
for flooring purposes. Ash, moistened 
with a solution of sulphate and chlor­ 
ide of magnesium, is mixed witii kao­ 
lin, or clay, and talc; gypsum and mag­ 
nesite are then added. 
The mixture 
is tamped and rolled iu place wliilo 
cool to form the bed or foundation 
of a pointless floor. When tbe bed lias 
hardened a surface layer composed 
of asbestos and sawdust moistened 
with magnesium, sulphate and chlor­ 
ide and mixed with kaolin, or clay, 
and talc, gypsum and magnesite is ap­ 
plied. 


In 1902 Rutherford suggested tiiat 
as helium was almost invariably found 
in minerals containing uranium, this 
gas might ver.v profitably be one of tho 
final results of radio-activity. William 
Ramsay and Frederick Soddy now pub­ 
lish the results of a series of experi­ 
ments to test this theory. 
The ga.«!es 
occluded by solid radium bromide, 
which 
are 
continuously 
generated, 
were known to consist mainly of by 
drogen witb some oxygen. 
After re 
moving the hydrogen and oxygen the 
experimenters found Indications of 
carbon dioxide; upon freezing this out, 
the resulting spectrum gave unmistak 
able Indications of helium. In a sub 
sequent experiment, more carefully 
conducted, the spectrum of pure he­ 
lium was obtained. 


What the Fly Was Doing. 
A certain spinster in Indianapolis, 
who has lived alone in her beautiful 
and stately home for many years, is 
one of the city’s most reliable house­ 
wives. 
No childish fingers have ever 
marred the pristine brilliance of her 
mirrors and windows, or played havoc 
with the handsome bronzes and vases 
in the daintily cared for dining room. 
At the home of her brother, where 
seven children romp from morning un­ 
til night, as 
may be Imagined, the 
same exquisite perfection of house­ 
keeping is Impossible. 
One day her 
small niece returned home after a tea 
party at auntie’s, and In an awed voice 
Hid: 
“Mamma, I saw a fiy In Aunt 
Maria’s house, but (thoiightfuliy) it 
was 
washing 
itself."—Indianapolis 
Journal. 


S u p erstitio n ! A b o u t Heeff* 
'A correspondent of the Field states 
that three times within his experience 
have bees died within tlieir hives on 
the death of their owners. It wouid 
be interesting to icnow If those bees 
were informed of the death, for it Is 
a common superstition In rural parts 
that bees kept In the garden of a house 
where a death occurs if not informed 
of the event will either die or leave 
the hive. 
Hence the custom Is still 
observed of making three taps on hives 
with the door key, after which the bees 
are told of tbe sad event. A piece of 
black crape Is then fixed to the hive 
or hives, and an offering of pounded 
funeral cake, soaked In wine, is placed 
at the entrance. Another common be­ 
lief is that if bees when swarming set­ 
tle on a hedge stake there is certain 
to be almost Immediate death in tlie 
family of their owner.—London Chron­ 
icle.

BURGLARIOUS STARS. 
rUiMta nad Snn* 
rirk Vp Miner 
SoI»r 
Jupiter is much the 
niombcr 
of the fnmily of stars >vlilch rovoive 
around tho sun. 
Consequently tho 
power of his nttractlon Is greater thsn 
that possessed, for Instance, by the 
esrth. Jupiter’s exploits ns n burglar 
have caused very considerable annoy­ 
ance and inconvenience to astronomers 
in tho days before his powers .were 
fully recognized. 
In 1770 there appeared a fine comet 
which was found to have an elliptical 
orbit round tho sun of so comparatively 
small a r Ir o that Mr. Lexell, its discov­ 
erer, calculateil it would return In live 
and a half years. 
But in 1775 tele- 
scopes were vainly focused on the spot 
where it was expected to reappear, and 
again in 1781 it disappointed all ob­ 
servers. Mr. Lexell plunged into fresh 
calculations, and after much research 
found that Jupiter was tho culprit. 
The unfortunate comet had been rash 
enough to plunge into tho sphere of 
the giant planet’s attraction, with tho 
result that it bad been completely di­ 
verted from its former orbit, and 
flung off into quite a different ono of a 
twenty-year period. It has never been 
seen again by any one on this earth, 
and probably never will be. 
Jupiter was also responsible for the 
delay which occurred in the return of 
that splendid visitant known as Hai­ 
ley’s comet. Hailey found that he was 
not the first discoverer of this big 
comet. It had appeared at least twice 
previously, once seventj^’-ilve years be­ 
fore, and again seventy-six years be­ 
fore that. 
The astronomor concluded 
that there would be a further delay 
in its third return, and predicted that 
its next appearance would be 51S days 
later. He did not live to see it; but 
in 1758, the year he had prophesied for 
Its reappearance, astronomers were 
waiting for it.
